The Trustees of the Bethel Water 
District met for their monthly 
meeting on Tuesday evening, June 
9, at the Philbrook Street Office. 

# Most of the meeting was devoted 
to the. adverse financial situation 
the Water District is presently. in 
due tothe delay: in implementing. 
proper rates, The Water District's 
much needed rate increase is pre- 
gently under rewiew by the Pub- 


lie Utilities Commission. Unless s 


the proposed nates are imple- 
mented within the near future a 
serious financial condition will 
continue to deteriorate further, The 
Trustees have authorized their at- 
torney to request that the Public 
Utilities Commission allow emer- 
gency rate relief on a temporary 
basis. . weil 

A eross-connection control pro- 
gram has been implemented by the 
Water District in accordance with 
the Department of Human Servic- 
es. and the. Safe Drinking Water 
Act. This program is to protect the 
water system from the possibility 
of. having contaminated material 
enter the drinking water supply. 
The State Department of Human 
Services requires that establish- 
ments that may have a possible 
cross-connection install a- back 


flow prevention device to insure ' 


the safety of the system, 

The Trustees have authorized the 
replacement of the fire hydrant lo- 
cated in. front of Kelley’s Auto on 
Mechanic Street as this hydrant 
has become .a. maintenance prob- 
lem over the years. After talking 
to. Fire Chief Robert Davis it was 


decided replacement was warrant- © 


ed. The Water District plans on 
replacing two of the older hy- 
drants each year with new hy- 
drants that meet insunance stan- 
dards. 

A concern of the Trustees. for 
some time has been the water line 
that crosses the Androscoggin Riv- 
er and the possibility of it being 
damiaged or washed away after a 
severe storm (such as the ice 
jam last winter). It was decided 
that emergency plans should be 
«available in case such a problem 
occurs.
